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NEWS OR NOT

"Could They Afford It?" 


If we can judge from what we have 
been hearing from the NASRC’s Thor- 
oughbred Research Committee and, more 
recently, from the national convention of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, 
a move to set up independent research 
in the area of medication is gaining 
ground. This is a healthy sign, if for no 
other reason than it indicates an interest 
in meeting the problem squarely rather 
than denying out of hand that one even 
exists. 

Several speakers at the TRA meeting 
touched on the desirability of undertaking 
a comprehensive crash program in_phar- 
macological research, and one speaker 
openly suggested that Jensen-Salsbery 
Laboratories, Inc., might be interested in 
sharing the financial burden. The idea 
that Jen-Sal, which had unintentionally 
precipitated the crisis in the first place 
through the introduction of Butazolidin 
(though, heaven knows, there was a prob- 
lem lurking beneath the surface long be- 
fore there was Butazolidin), might take 
a hand with such a project intrigued us 
to the point that we called upon William 
M. Claxton, at the Jen-Sal offices in 
Kansas City. 

“Well, we might be interested, though I 
couldn’t say right off,” Claxton said. 
He could say, however, that Jen-Sal prob- 
ably would not contribute substantially. 

“T wonder if they understand what they 
are getting into. Research in this field is 
a never-ending thing. Could they afford 
it? And is it really necessary? 

“My thinking on this problem isn’t fin- 
ished yet, but I am inclined to believe that 
the job could be done adequately with a 
research committee, a rounded board of 
unbiased, independent scientific people— 
top people in the field of pharmacology 
and veterinary medicine. There is plenty 
of material already available to them. 

“If you could see the material we have 
to present to the government before we 


can get a new product approved—why, the 
research alone sometimes takes 3 years. 
The pharmacology has to be worked out, 
and the clinical studies have to be pre- 
sented. The original report on Butazolidin 
was an inch and a half thick. 


“It strikes me that the committee 
wouldn't need more than this in order to 
satisfy the basic question of whether a 
product was a stimulant or a depressant. 
It would be a hell of a lot cheaper.” 

Jen-Sal had not sent a representative 
to the TRA meeting and had rot sought to 
testify at any of the Thoroughbred Re- 
search Committee sessions because it did 
not wish to be found in the position of 
“pushing” its commercial products. “We 
have many other products—about 1,300 of 
them—and our professional reputation is 
not at stake here,” Claxton said. 

He said, however, that Jen-Sal had 
contributed $1,000 to the Racing Chem- 
istry Research Fund [the money later was 
returned to Jen-Sal in order to preserve 
the Fund’s unbiased position] and that the 
company recently had financed research 
on Butazolidin at the University of Mis- 
souri’s College of Veterinary Medicine. 
The Missouri project, under the direction 
of Dr. E. S. Ebers, “is primarily a study of 
the time element—for example, the length 
of time it takes Butazolidin to show in 
tests. And, of course, some other involve- 
ments.” 


The project, begun last spring, was 
undertaken with “30 or 40 horses that Dr. 
Ebers bought off the race track,” Claxton 
said. The study is complete, and Jen-Sal 
is waiting now for Dr. Ebers’ final report, 
which will be made available to the press 
and to other interested groups. 

Claxton said that Butazolidin also 
figured in research being conducted _ in- 
dependently by Dr. R. W. Van Pelt, at 
the College cf Veterinary Medicine, Michi- 
gan State University. The work there, 
sponsored by the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Foundation, is concerned principally with 
“joints and joint fluids in normal and 
diseased conditions,” Claxton said. Buta- 
zolidin is being used as “research ma- 
terial.” and the project will add to the 
accumulation of data on the product’s 
therapeutic value. 

Jen-Sal, by the way, is a subsidiary of 
the Richardson-Merrel Company, Inc., of 
New York, which did a gross annual 
business last year of more than $115 
million. 

“Jen-Sal is 47 years old. We were ab- 
sorbed in 1946 by Vick, which recently was 
renamed as Richardson-Merrel,” Claxton 
said.

Sierra Comes Back 


With 2 from Uruguay 


By Art Grace 


Miami. The Blood-Horse 2 years ago 
printed a story about Leo Sierra, a vaga- 
bond Cuban who had just won a race 
at Tropical Park with a cheap claimer 
named Alumni. It was no ordinary tri- 
umph for Sierra; it was his first victory 
at Tropical Park in 26 years. 

Leo returned to Tropical this year with 
an international stable—2 horses from 
Uruguay. 3 from Argentina, and one 
American-bred. 

“T have to have at least one American 
horse,” he said. “After all, I become a 
citizen soon.” 

The 3 Argentine horses are ordinary; 
the Uruguayans are another story. Leo 
has such high hopes for a 3-year-old colt 
named *Vengativo that he expects to run 
him in the $50,000-added Tropical Handi- 
cap on January 16. 

Leo, who considers Uruguayan-breds at 
least the equal of Argentine-breds (“They 
are more selective in breeding—in choos- 
ing the mares, in Uruguay”), will run 
*Vengativo in the name of Carlos Giam- 
bruno, the breeder. 

*Vengativo was the runner-up in Uru- 
guay’s “Triple Crown” races this sum- 
mer. He finished second in the Gran Pre- 
mio de Nacional and Gran Premio Jockey 
Club, and third in the Polla de Potrillos. 
All 3 races were won by Zumbador. 

Sierra produced clippings from South 
American newspapers which confirmed 
that $100,000 had been offered (and re- 
fused) for Zumbador. 

“T have been told by the owner not to 
consider less than $45,000 for *Vengativo,” 
Sierra said. “And we do not want to sell 
him, anyway.” 


FIRST AND LAST. On the last day 
of the New York racing’ season, 
Elmendorf’s Cranberry Sauce won the 
first stakes of his career, coming from 
off the pace on the stretch turn to 
capture the 1-mile Queens County 
Handicap. Promised Land, running on 
the outside, finished in second place, 
a neck in front of Talent Show. The 
3-year-old gelding, by Polynesian out 
of the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes win- 
ner Christmastide, was bought by EI- 
mendorf this fall from a New York 
paddock sale for $22,807. With first 
money in the Queens County, he had 
won himself out. 


*Vengativo, by Rigonberto—Vengadora, 
appears to be ideally suited to distance 
races. Racing on dirt, *Vengativo came 
from dead-last to finish second to Zumba- 
dor in the Gran Premio de Nacional. 

The other Uruguayan-bred is *Killar- 
ney (“How he got this name I do not 
know”), by Ker Ardan out of Catamarca. 
A 4-year-old colt, *Killarney won 3 races 
in Uruguay, against good company, and 
was in the money 7 times with 2 fourths. 

“T will start them both in allowance 
races here and go up. That is, I hope to 
go up with them. I know they can run 
in Uruguay. I hope they can run here. 
With horses, your plans can change in 1 
hour.” 

Sierra says that Uruguayan horses have 
an easier time acclimating themselves 


than Argentine-breds. “It is a matter of 
the climate,” he said. “Argentina is more 
humid; Uruguay, on the coast. has a much 
healthier climate.” 

There is considerable contrast between 
Sierra’s Argentine horses and his Uru- 
guayan horses. 


The Argentine contingent—*Cambal- 
ache, *Yola II, and *El Faraon—is not 
much. 

*Cambalache, 5, and *Yola II, a 5-year- 
old mare, run for $3,000. *El Faraon is 
the best of the 3, but Sierra doubts that 
he will get to the races. The story of *El 
Faraon is of a story-book character. 


Lucky 


“Three times this horse is on the verge 
of death,” Leo said. 

“First he misses a plane from Argentina. 
This was the plane that crashed in the 
mountains hetween Argentina and Uru- 
guay with all those horses on board. It 
never was found. 

“Then when he does get on a plane he 
goes crazy and the pilot comes back and 
pulls out his gun to shoot him. He squeezes 
the trigger, but the gun misfires. The boy 
with the horses pleads with him not to 
shoot. When *El Faraon calms down a 
little, the pilot lets him live. 

“When we finally get him to Miami, we 
put him on a farm. One day soon the vet 
calls me and says the horse is in such bad 
shape he should be destroyed. I say okay. 
I know this is the kind of horse which 
breaks you. I pay $7,000 for him, and 
already I spend $10,000 without getting 
him near the race track. 

“But my daughter makes a fuss, now, 
and we do not destroy him. He still is on 
the farm. My family loves him so much. 
I wish they would take him home and 
put him in the garage.” 

Leo started racing in Cuba about 30 
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years ago. and he has hit just about every 
track on the North American continent 
since then—with the exception of the “Big 
Apple.” He has raced in the United States 
since 1934, steadily since 1948. 

Leo never has had a real stakes horse; 
*Vengativo is the most expensive horse 
he ever has trained. 

If Leo has spent most of his life on 
bush tracks. his reputation is not that of 
a bush leaguer. In 1945 he was the sec- 
ond-leading trainer in America with 117 
victories, 10 less than Stanley Lipiec. 

Leo’s son Joe is helping his father for 
the first time—mucking out stalls. walk- 
ing hots. and doing his best to learn the 
business. Joe, 25. is probably the best-edu- 
cated groom on the grounds. When he be- 
came dissatisfied and left his native Cuba 
early this year, he was one-month shy of 
earning a degree in architecture at the 
University of Villenueva. 

“T have heen around this horse busi- 
ness all my life, but never in it.” Joe said. 
“My father would not Jet me—until I 
finished my education. 

“Like it? Oh yes. But I hope to go back 
to Cuba when things settle down. get my 
degree, and make my life there. Some day 
I may own a horse.( My father will train 
it, of course. I can find no better.” 

The day that Joe was born was a me- 
morable one for Leo. The combination of 
his son’s birth and the performance of 
Leo’s horse Thunder Speed made it the 
happiest day of his life. 

“It was in Havana.” Leo recalls. “My 
son is born, and I have no money. How 
do I pay the hospital? How do I pay the 
doctor? 


“Thunder Speed is running, and this is 
one race I want to win, desperately. There 
is no starting gate. then, and at the flag 
my horse is left at the post. She is last 
all the way. until the stretch. 

“T pray. I pray lots of times in my life. 
But this day I pray a little harder. In the 
stretch, Thunder Speed is moving, moving, 
moving. I yell and run with her. to the 
finish line. Faster than the horse. I think 
I make her win. 

“The purse is $135. I pay the doctor, 
I pay the hospital. 

“T have many kicks in racing. but this 
is one I never forget.” 

Sierra had bought Thunder Bird for 
$100. from Guy Bedwell, Maryland horse- 
man. Thunder Bird raced for 6 years. 
won 84 races. 

Sierra claimed Bottle Orphan from R. 
C. Howard in California and won the 
$32.000 Handicap de los Americas at 
Mexico City. That was far and away the 
biggest single purse of Sierra’s checkered 
career. He hopes *Vengativo will top it 
on January 16. 


Favorite’s Downfall 


Jerome Derenzo’s April Skies was a 
2-to-5 favorite in the City of Miami Handi- 
cap. a $10.000-added race at a mile and 
70 yards. There didn’t appear to be any 
way that he could lose—but he did, by a 
nose and a head to Tapis 41-1) and Silky- 
Satin 19-1) in one of the most thrilling 
races ever run at Tropical. 

April Skies. a speed horse. broke last 
in the 8-horse field. and was 7 lengths 
off Cuvier Relic down the backside. Bill 
Hartack put April Skies to an extended 
drive from the half-mile-pole. He had the

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lead 70 yards from the wire, after battling 
head-and-head with Tapis from the top of 
the stretch, but the latter, getting a final 
shove from Evan Anyon, got the job done. 
Silky Satin, closing with a rush on the 
outside, overtook April Skies in the last 
jump. 

The finish was much too close to call. 
with Tapis on the rail, April Skies in the 
middle, and Silky-Satin on the outside. 

Hartack said April Skies “had no ex- 
cuses.” but coming away last certainly 
didn’t help the favorite. 

Tapis. a 3-year-old brown gelding by 
Greek Song—Red Carpet, was timed in 
1:4144. and he paid $85.30. It was his 
fifth victory of the year. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 


Wolfson's Expansion 
Hotty Hitt. Adrien (Andy) Gauthier, 


the veteran French-Canadian horseman 
who has managed the Branchdale Race 
Track near here for the past four years. 
has resigned to accept a similar position 
with Louis Wolfson’s Harbor View Farm. 

Wolfson, a relative newcomer to racing. 
has purchased a farm of nearly 500 acres 
near Ocala. Florida. He will build a 
training track there, plus barns and other 
facilities needed by his horses. Harbor 
View has sent some of its yearlings to 
Branchdale for the past 3 years for early 
training. There are 15 there now. 

Gauthier, a native of Montreal, is a 
brother-in-law of trainer Lucien Laurin. 
who heads the family corporation that 
owns Branchdale. 

Since he has been here, Gauthier has 
helped Laurin develop Quill, *Tharp. 
Royal Anthem and Bronzerullah. Quill 
and Bronzerullah are in training here now. 

“T certainly hate to leave Branchdale.” 
said Gauthier, whose resignation is effec- 
tive on January 1. “However, the propo- 
sition Mr. Wolfson offered was just too 
good to turn down. Mr. Wolfson wants 
the best in horses, and I believe he'll get 
them.” 

One of Gauthier’s first jobs for his new 
employer will be to pick sites for the race 
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track and barns. He expects construction 
to be finished in time to take care of next 
year’s crop of yearlings. 

Gauthier will be succeeded by his 
brother Peter, just down from Montreal, 
and George Hall, who has been an assist- 
ant manager at Branchdale. 


Newcomer 


CAMDEN. A new 20-stall barn is under 
construction at the Scott Training Track 
here to accommodate a new customer. 


The Christiana Stable of Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry W. Lunger will send approximately 
20 of its horses into winter quarters here 
after the Pimlico meeting closes. Henry 
Clark is the trainer. 


This is the only new stable to move 
into Camden this winter. However, the 
C. V. Whitney stable. which returned 
here last winter after an absence of sev- 
eral years, has increased its Camden 
division from 12 to 24. 


Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott owns the 
training facilities here, and Raymond G. 
Woolfe is the manager. 

In all, Camden expects some 200 horses 
this winter. Approximately 250 are 
scheduled to winter at Aiken. Columbia, 
South Carolina’s third) major training 
center, will operate at about half capacity, 
with 110 Thoroughbreds on hand. 

RoNE 
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To Each His Own 
The Ohio Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 


Association this week made plans to renew 
its fight to obtain a share of the “Ohio 
Fairs Fund” for stakes for Ohio-bred 
Thoroughbreds. Money for the fund is 
supplied by a tax of 14 per cent on all 
pari-mutuel betting at Ohio tracks. both 
Thoroughbred and Standardbreds. 

Since the Ohio legislature authorized 
the pari-mutuel tax for fairs 4 years ago, 
Thoroughbred bettors have contributed 
$1.332,902.96 as compared with $374.- 
167.12 contributed by Standardbred bet- 
tors. To date, all purses paid out of this 
fund have gone to trotters. 

At an OTHA meeting at Toledo on No- 
vember 13, Robert H. Terhune, state direc- 
tor of agriculture, told the Thoroughbred 
breeders and owners that he would rec- 
ommend to the next session of the legis- 
lature that a portion of the fair fund be 
set aside for runners. 

The OTHA last year attempted to get 
a series of Thoroughbred stakes scheduled 
during the Ohio State Fair at the same 
time the stakes for Ohio-bred trotters are 
offered. However, this plan ran into oppo- 
sition from Standardbred owners. 

Terhune’s recommendation would be in 
the form of an amendment to the present 
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fair bill, which limits grants to fair boards 
which conduct race meetings on county 
or state fair grounds. The amendment 
which the OTHA favors would allow funds 
to be used for Ohio-bred stakes at exist- 
ing Thoroughbred tracks. Such a transfer 
of fair funds would be similar to an ar- 
rangement already in effect in Maryland. 

Mrs. John Pearse, secretary of the 
OTHA, said such a transfer would have 
3 benefits: (1) It would avoid a stall 
shortage during the Ohio State Fair, when 
all current stall space is occupied by 
Standardbreds; (2) it would eliminate the 
need for rebuilding the racing strip at the 
Ohio State Fair Grounds, which currently 
is not suitable for Thoroughbred racing; 
and (3) it would benefit the state treasury, 
since there is no pari-mutuel betting at 
the state fair. Under the OTHA plan, the 
stakes would be at established tracks, 
where the pari-mutuel tax would apply. 

The OTHA had hoped to obtain a pro- 
rated share of the fairs fund. Terhune ad- 
mitted that Thoroughbred bettors had 
contributed nearly 4 times as much to 
the fund as Standardbred bettors, but he 
thought that the best the Thoroughbred 
interests could hope for was $60.000, the 
amount currently contributed to trotting 
stakes at the Ohio State Fair. 

According to the current OTHA plan. 
the $60.000 would be used for stakes for 2- 
and 3-year-old Ohio-breds, with the money 
pro-rated among the Thoroughbred tracks 
according to mutuel handle. Mrs. Pearse 
said all 9 Ohio Thoroughbred tracks had 
given assurance that they would offer 
Ohio-bred stakes if money from the fair 
fund was made available. 


In addition, the OTHA hopes to obtain 
$3,000 for each Ohio track under terms 
of the present fair bill, which allows the 
director of agriculture to award this 
amount to each county fair board conduct- 
ing a racing meet. This meney would be 
used for Ohio-breds, 4-year-olds and up- 
ward. 

It is the plan of the OTHA to specify, 
in any amendment offered, that 10 per 
cent of all money given to Thoroughbred 
stakes be set aside for awards to breeders 
and stallion owners. 

The next session of the Ohio legislature 
will meet in January, and the OTHA is 
hopeful of succeeding with an amendment 
in time to put a program into effect in

Sister Antoine was second choice at 7 to 2 to the 
favored *Soldadesca for the Gallorette Stakes, but 
as it developed her competition came from *Loyal 
Lady II and My Dear Girl. My Dear Girl, on the 
pace, entered the stretch with a 4-length advantage, 
but Sister Antoine, coming from fourth place, 
ranged alongside her at mid-stretch. When the 
pacemaker shortened stride in the final sixteenth, 
Sister Antoine took the lead, withstanding *Loyal 
Lady II to win by a head.

Bred by Bieber-Jacobs and foaled April 30, 1957, 
at the Charles E. Hagyard Farm, Lexington, Sister 
Antoine was the third foal of Our Patrice, a half- 
sister to Palestinian. At 2 she raced once in May, 
and 4 times in October, winning a maiden event 
at Aqueduct on October 22. This season she made 
2 starts early in the year in California, and then 
was returned to Aqueduct, where she won for a 
claiming price of $7,500 on March 24 and for 
$10,000 on March 29. Running nearly every week, 
she won once in April, once in May, and finished 
third in the Acorn Stakes, unplaced in the Comely 
Stakes. In September she was second in Berlo’s 
division of the Gazelle Handicap, and the next 
month she was second in the Jersey Belle Stakes 
and unplaced in the Interborough Handicap. She 
was beaten a nose by Clear Road in the Firenze 
Handicap, her last race before the Gallorette Stakes, 
her 33rd start this season. 

Our Patrice has a weanling filly by Porterhouse 
and she is again in foal to the cover of *Royal 
Serenade. Sister Antoine was the second stakes 
winner this year by *Royal Serenade, which is 
owned by a syndicate and stands at the Stallion 
Station, Lexington.

TRA Elects 
Dale Shaffer 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 


on Thursday. December 1, in New York. 
concluded a 4-day convention distinguish- 
ed by speech-making and panel discus- 
sions and marked by an organizational 
dispute which precipitated the withdrawal 
from the organization of 5 member race 
tracks (The Blood-Horse of December 3. 
page 1329). 


The convention elected E. E. Dale 
Shaffer. of the Detroit Race Course, to 
the presidency, and re-elected Donald P. 
Ross (Delaware Park) as vice president. 
James E. Dooley (Narragansett Park) sec- 
retary, and John A. Morris (New York 
Racing Association) treasurer. Spencer 
Drayton was re-elected executive vice pres- 
ident, a new post to which he had been 
been appointed for the first time a month 
previously. 

Randall Park was accepted to mem- 
bership. Hialeah, Garden State, Arling- 
ton, and Washington Parks and Balmoral 
were withdrawn by their owners, reducing 
the count of member tracks to 44. 

Summaries of most of the major ad- 
dresses follow: 


John G. Cella. retiring president of the 
TRA, reported that 1960 was “another ex- 
cellent year for the sport which is our 
business.” He predicted that 1959's rec- 
ord attendance of 33,754,790 would be sur- 
passed, and that the pari-mutuel total 
again would exceed 214-billion dollars. 

He expressed himself as generally satis- 
fied with racing’s publicity and public 
relations, and he saw no need for an 
“ostentatious high-cost program.” Later 
in his address, however, he returhed to 
this point, observing that “a matter of 
more grave concern than our so-called 
‘public image’ is our ‘economic image’ as 
seen by revenue-hungry. but short-sighted. 
legislators.” 

Cella said that during the past year 
racing again had been threatened by a 
proposed 5 per cent federal tax on pari- 
mutuel wagering, but that the bill had 
died in committee, without the necessity 
of direct action by the TRA legislative 
committee. He cautioned that the tax pro- 
posal was almost certain to be brought 
up again, when Congress reconvened, and 
he urged TRA members to “maintain con- 
tact” with their representatives in Con- 
gress, keeping them informed of the fact 
that individual states would suffer if a 
federal tax were added to an already ex- 
cessive levy. 

Cella said that. over the past year, the 
TRA provided 915 newspapers with the 
2-column illustrated feature “Off and

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Running” at a cost of $18,000. He esti- 
mated that, if the same space had been 
bought by the TRA for advertising, the 
minimum cost would have been $3,000.- 
000. He added that the TRA, in co-opera- 
tion with the Morning Telegraph, had 
furnished 200 stations on the CBS network 
with a weekly summary of the Saturday 
stakes results. 


With reference to a ruling of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, requiring that all 
winners of $600 or more be reported on 
Form 1099, Cella said that the TRA imme- 
diately had obtained a hearing with the 
commissioner, and as a result the ruling 
had been modified to apply only to win- 
ners in special pools, and then only when 
the pay-off on $2 was $600 or more. He 
added that the TRA board of directors 
was of the opinion that pool betting, such 
as “Pic-Six” or “Bonanza,” was certain to 
attract critical scrutiny by tax officials, 
and that it tended to “reduce racing from 
a sport to a lottery.” 

Cella said that the 24 states in which 
racing is held are receiving $183,000,000 
in annual revenue, and that the industry 
is a “multi-billion dollar business” with 
an aggregate payroll in excess of 250-mil- 
lion dollars. He expressed the belief that 
the 87th Congress might eliminate the 20 
per cent tax on admissions or make it con- 
form to other entertainment taxes.

Dr. Jordan Woodcock, president, in- 
dicated that the program would follow 
rather closely a Grayson Foundation 
survey of areas cf most interest to 
practicing veterinarians. 

Arrangements in Phoenix have been 
made by Dr. Bruce Farquharson. 


dent of the TRA and president of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau, 
said that in the past 12 months the TRPB 
had made 3,200 investigations, an all-time 
high. The turnover in racing personnel 
was responsible for an increased finger- 
printing program. In citing the effective- 
ness of the TRPB’s preventive meas- 
ures, he said that Thoroughbred racing’s 
exclusion of racketeers and undesirable 
persons was responsible for the present 
state of public confidence in the sport. 

Enlarging on Cella’s remarks about 
pool wagering. Drayton said that the 
TRA should consider its responsibilities 
with regard to self-regulation. He posed 
the question: “Is the Five-and-Ten, Pape- 
leta, Bonanza, or Pic-Six type of wagering 
good for Thoroughbred racing—or will it 


reduce America’s top spectator sport to 
the low level of a numbers game?” He was 
of the opinion that any such system of 
wagering would result in a decline in 
attendance and wagering, as well as in a 
loss of public respect. He added that the 
TRA’s board of directors would submit 
an amendment to the Code of Ethics pro- 
hibiting such wagering. 


Dana Tasker, executive vice president 
of the American Thoroughbred Owners 
Association, spoke on problems which he 
said were primarily the same that had 
confronted owners of 20 years ago. He 
enumerated the need for increased weight 
allowances for apprentice riders, stakes 
engagement contracts, and the adoption 
of the California practice of naming 
jockeys at the time of entry. He expressed 
dissatisfaction with the custom of paying 
10 per cent fees, and he urged that race 
tracks be made and maintained with 
safety as the primary consideration. 


Devereux Milburn Jr. discussed racing 
taxation and particularly “Form 1099,” 
which Cella had mentioned in his report. 
He said that the Internal Revenue Service 
first asked that this form be used in 1959, 
but that there was no uniformity in their 
directions to the various tracks. According 
to Milburn, Churchill Downs was the first 
track approached by the Internal Revenue 
Service. This move followed a discussion

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by the TRA of ways and means to reduce 
the present 20 per cent tax on admissions 
to horse and dog tracks. 

It was decided not to press for a reduc- 
tion in this tax. however, because of the 
fear that reform elements would oppose 
any legislative movement to reduce taxa- 
tion on racing. In August of 1959, Con- 
gressman Newell A. George. of Kansas. 
had introduced a bill to impose a 5 per 
cent federal tax on wagering, and, con- 
sidering this threat to racing. it was de- 
termined inadvisable to fight for lower 
admission taxes. 

After “Form 1099” was brought out by 
the Internal Revenue Service. Miller and 
Drayton met with the IRS commissioner. 
and convinced the agency to restrict the 


‘application of “Form 1099” to such forms 


of wagering as Daily Double, Pic-Six, 
etc.. in which the pay-off on a $2 bet was 
$600 or more. He said that the directors 
of the TRA were agreed that legislators 
should not be approached to remove this 
requirement of the IRS. He heped, how- 
ever, that the practice would be abandon- 
ed. He anticipated a small return of rev- 
enue, one insufficient to justify the ex- 
pense. (“Several track operators said that 
they favored eliminating Daily Double 
wagering this coming year.” 

Milburn remarked on the present stand 
of the U. S. Post Office Department which 


says that pari-mutuel tickets should not 
be sent through the mails, putting them 
in the same class as lottery tickets. For 
the present. the TRA does not intend 
taking the matter to court for a ruling. 
Milburn said that the TRA eventually 
might have to go to court to establish 
its contention that betting on horse races 
is not participation in a lottery. 


Walter H. Donovan. chairman of the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund, advo- 
cated that racing officials be permitted 
broader discretionary powers in dealing 
with stimulation cases. In stressing that 
this would in no way reduce the effective- 
ness of the corrupt-practices rule, he 
pointed out that over the past 10 years 
laboratories never had reported more 
than 44 positive samples a year, out of 
more than 50,000 samples. Donovan said, 
“We are prone to belabor the stimulation 
issue and are viewing it out of focus.” 

The RCRF’s apomorphine and adrena- 
line projects have been completed, Dono- 
van said, and a third project, dealing 
with hormones, is expected to be com- 
pleted in the next 3 months. 

In accordance with an earlier decision, 
the organization has plans for the estab- 
lishment of a research center at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s School of 
Veterinary Medicine. Donovan said that 
more than 50 per cent of the $50,000-goal 
for this project had been obtained. The 


center will offer facilities for the conduct 
of continuing experiments, and will in- 
clude adequate stabling and a training 
track, where racing conditions can be 
simulated. 


Donovan said that the establishment of 
the research center relieved the board of 
evaluating the qualifications of various 
laboratories for the purpose of conducting 
studies. He added, however, that the 
board would enlist the services of any 
laboratory to study a particular problem 
which the board’s technical members con- 
sidered it especially qualified to do. 


Don Cook, of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System. stated that television could 
be used to advantage. He said, “What 
we want to do is to build your audience 
and our own by attracting more fans.” 
He said that television transmission of 
racing had steadily improved, but he asked 
that the tracks co-operate in making the 
interval between the time the horses left 
the paddock and the start of the race more 
interesting to the general public. He 
thought that interesting and informative 
material directed particularly to those 
who do not have a racing background 
would greatly help to attract more fans 
to the sport. He thought that tapes of 
important races, used at a later date, 
would win followers.

retary of the New York Racing Associa- 
tion to become director of racing at Santa 
Anita Park, spoke in favor of more dis- 
tance racing, but pointed out that the 
trend was in the opposite direction. He 
noted that in 1943 there were 355 stakes 
races run on the flat, 13 at a distance 
of 144 miles or greater, while last year 
of 897 stakes on the flat, 21 were 114 
miles or more. Of these 21, 11 were run 
on the turf. Kilroe felt that the present 
policy at many tracks of providing longer 
events principally for cheaper claiming 
horses was not a desirable answer. He 
felt that the management of the major 
tracks should provide incentive to breed 
and train for distance. 

(Ed Brennan, of Monmouth Park, 


warned against the conflict of carding 
distance races at different tracks for the 
same dates. In a discussion which fol- 
lowed, George C. Hendrie, of Woodbine, 
spoke in favor of distance racing, stating 
that management was at fault for not 
programming more of the longer events. 
Brennan noted that Woodbine did not 
have the competition faced by other 
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tracks, and that distance races frequently 
failed to fill, whereas sprint events many 
times were run in 2 divisions. Fugther 
discussion indicated that there was a wide 
difference of opinion among the TRA 
directors and racing secretaries as to 
what constituted a distance race. Many 
seemed to be of the opinion that any 
race at a distance of a mile or more, for 
horses of any age, should be considered 
a distance race.) 


J. Samuel Perlman, editor and pub- 
lisher of Daily Racing Form, discussing 
the withdrawal of 5 race tracks from the 
TRA, spoke in defense of the organization 
and of its executive vice president, Spen- 
cer Drayton. 

“As one who has viewed the racing scene 
from coast to coast since the inception of 
the TRA.” said Perlman, “I do not hesi- 
tate to offer the opinion that no one has 
made a greater contribution toward the 
establishment of integrity in the sport.” 

He said that Eugene Mori (Hialeah and 
Garden State Parks) and Mrs. Marjorie 
Lindheimer Everett (Arlington and Wash- 


“ 


ington Parks) were able executives, “and 
it is inconceivable to me that in due time 
they will not see the error of the ways. 
Their stake in racing is too great for 
them to jeopardize the sport.” 

Gerald S. Smith. speaking for The 
Jockey Club, called for improved housing 
and recreational facilities on the back- 
stretch. and Dr. Jordan Woodcock, presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners, asked for the de- 
velopment of improved first-aid clinics 
on the race track. 

“The difference between 75 per cent 
and full rehabilitation of an injured race 
horse might well hinge on the availability 
of surgical facilities close by.” Dr. Wood- 
cock said. 


Edward T. Dooley, president of the 
Society of North American Racing Of- 
ficials, asked for a pension plan, in- 
creased pay for patrol judges. and a 
system for notifying officials at the close 
of one meeting whether they would be re- 
hired for the next. 

“The members are tired of listening to 
the promises of our officers, and believe 
me, gentlemen, if you let this organiza- 
tion die, you are making a big mistake. 
We are here to prevent outside groups 
from entering into our field, but if these 
requests are denied then most of our mem- 
bers are going to resign, and if this hap- 
pens union organizers are in a_ position 
to jump in and take over.” 

The pension plan, besides relieving men 
of 65 and over of the necessity of con- 
tinued labor, would encourage the develop- 
ment of younger men. 

Patrol judges, he said, should receive 
the same pay as placing judges, paddock 
judges, and clerks of scale. 


The president of the National Turf 
Writers’ Association, Bill Lauder Jr., 
applauded the New York tracks for mak- 
ing available, on request, the film patrol 
movies, and he suggested that this practice 
be widely adopted. He asked that pho- 
tographers be given the run of the race 
track and that jockeys whenever possible 
be named at the time of entry. 


Clarkson Beard, president of the Gray- 
son Foundation and a member of the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners’ Thoroughbred Research Com- 
mittee, explained the work of the Founda- 
tion and proposed a 2-point program for 
research in the area of race horse medica- 
tion. He would have an “unbiased stand- 
ing technical committee” to advise on 
when research was necessary and in what 
areas, and he would set up a scientific 
center to do whatever testing was recom- 
mended by the committee. 

“The purpose is to get the facts so that 
the people who make the decisions will 
have solid ground to stand on,” he said.

That Jacobs Guy 


Ozone Park. Trainer Hirsch Jacobs is 
like a blue chip stock—always worth an 
investment—and year after year he pays 
dividends. sometimes big dividends. 

Rarely has the stocky, redhead operated 
at a loss, and his legion of followers bet 
his horses like there was no end, man. 

When the racing season closed on No- 
vember 30 Jacobs once again had clinched 
the training championship with a total of 
85 winners. He had one success on the 
last day. and his Promised Land was sec- 
ond, beaten a half-length in the Queens 
County Handicap. The title was his 23rd 
here in 28 years. 

It was a wonderful year for the astute. 
soft-spoken redhead, whose 2-year-old colt 
Hail to Reason was judged best of his 
class. The colt had $328.434 before he was 
retired to the stud with a fractured sesa- 
moid. 

Jacobs. who will be remembered a long 
time for his $1.500 claim of Stymie, has 
also saddled more winners than any other 
trainer in the history of the sport. His 
lifetime total is 3.152 winners of more 
than 9 million dollars. 

Despite his own success, Jacobs is real- 
istic about the business. He says, “There 


are not 5 per cent of the owners who make 
expenses. Purses for the average horse are 
insufficient. Why, I know a stable that 
won a few hig stakes this season and still 
lost money. 

“The fact that only 5 per cent make 
expenses would seem to indicate that 
purses are too low. Of course, in recent 
years, some tracks have raised the min- 
imum purse. But it’s still not enough. 

“In New York they're trying to raise 
the purse level. The $10,000 overnight 
purse. when no stakes are scheduled, is 
a good move. But even with this innova- 
tion, the man who breeds and owns horses 
is finding it tough.” 

It has been suggested that the minimum 
be $4.000 in New York. It is now $3.500. 

Jacobs is an articulate man of consid- 
erable wisdom. His sharp analyses of 
horses and racing conditions are respect- 
ed in the sport. 

“The thing that helped me.” he said. 
“is that I’ve been fortunate in having good 
horses once in a while.” 

The Jacobs formula is rather simple. 
He runs his horses where they’ve got a 
chance, and he doesn’t mind losing a 
horse in a claiming race. “If you want 
to win.” he says, “you’ve got to race them 
in the proper class.” 

“He runs them where they belong, and 
that’s why he’s such a great success.” said 
former clocker John Brannen. 


Racing secretary Jimmy Kilroe added, 
“Jacobs is a racing secretary’s friend. His 
horses are meant to be run. I think he 
would be the first to admit that a part of 
his success is due to the fact that he 
doesn’t race horses above their caliber. 
Hail to Reason is just one more measuring 
stick of the man’s ability.” 

The Forest Hills conditioner, whose only 
education was grammar school, has 35 to 
49 horses in his care. Most of them are 
owned by his wife. daughter. and Isadore 
(Kid) Beiber. 

“I run so many horses at a meeting” 
he said. “that I’ve got to have a share of 
winners. “Years ago Mr. Fitz and I used 
to have the greatest number of horses.” 

Of Stymie’s get. Jacobs said, “Somehow 
cr another they haven’t turned out as good 
zs I expected. I've shipped him to Ken- 
tucky this year, and I think the change 
might do him good. He’s 19 years old 
now. and Joe Jones and Paper Tiger were 
2 of his best runners. But the old man is 
no dud in stud. He gets a lot of useful 
horses.” 

Jacobs usually has a Kentucky Derby 
prospect. Of course, they don’t all get 
there. Now that Hail to Reason is gone, 
Jacobs has a 2-year-old named Dr. Miller 
that he’s getting ready for the Churchill 
Downs classic. “He’s a fleet runner, sound, 
end looks like he’ll improve.” Jacobs said.

Dog-Gone 


New York. A substitute for the danger- 
ous “dogs” that are placed off the inside 
rail for morning workouts was unveiled 
at the annual meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association at Aqueduct last week. 

The device. invented and patented by 
William A. Murphy. a placing judge at the 
New York tracks. uses tubular aluminum 
arms. The arms are attached to the rail 
and swing out on tension springs, extend- 
ing over the track surface. 

The Murphy device. called the Safti-Hi 
Protective Dog. is mounted on the inside 
rail, anchored in a flexible bracket. The 
arms, shoulder high, swing harmlessly 
back to the rail if struck by a horse. The 
device also would allow the use of harrows 
on the track without having to move the 
“dogs.” since the aluminum arm is high 
enough that harrows or floats may be 
drawn under them.

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AUSTRALIA 
Stung, Stitched 


Sypney. Australia’s highest-priced year- 
ling (£16,275). a Star Kingdom colt 
named Columbia Star, came close to end- 
ing his career before it started. 


He was being trained for the Golden 
Slipper Stakes. to be run March 26 at 
Rosehill. when a bee stung him on the lip. 
He reared and dashed at top speed into a 
fence. and how he escaped a broken leg, 
or maybe even death, is a mystery. He 
was thoroughly cut and bruised, however, 
and many stitches were required to close 
the wounds. 


New Zealand, which captured most of 
the big stakes at the Sydney and Mel- 
bourne spring meetings with Ma Cherie, 
Ilumquh. Hi Jinx. and Howsie, later on 
grabbed first prize in the £3,000 Eclipse 
Stakes, 10 furlongs at Caulfield. The 
winner was the 6-year-old Ruthless geld- 
ing Savage. 

Savage was brought from New Zealand 
with the cups in view, but he was not 
ready to take part in these events. He now 
has won 4 in a row, the Eclipse and 3 
provincial cups. 

There is no denying that New Zealand 
still breeds better stayers than does Aus- 
tralia. But the sprinters which came across 
for the big meetings have won a major 
share of the prize money, too. 


After the Sydney horse Essayist failed 
in the Melbourne Cup, for which he was 
bracketed in the tote with the winner Hi 
Jinx. he was rushed up to Brisbane for the 
2-mile Queensland Cup. and he stafted the

hottest favorite in 20 years—even money. 
But he was not good enough. He was 
easily defeated by the Queensland stayer 
Sir Delville, which was having his last 
race before entering the stud. 


Heart to Heart 


Some Australian veterinary surgeons 
now are claiming that a slow heart beat 
distinguishes a good horse. If the rate 
is slow, they inform the owner that the 
horse has an athlete’s heart; if it’s fast 
they call it a non-athletic heart. ; 

The crack stayers Empire Link, Prince 
Morvi. and Prince Cortauld, to be sure, 
raced with slow hearts, but the great 
Rising Fast. winner of 2 Caulfield Cups 
and a Melbourne Cup, had a heart beat 
of 37 per minute, which was 2 above 
average. 

Along the same line, many breeders are 
now mating stallions and mares with big 
hearts in the hope of producing better 
race horses. The analogy in this case is 
Phar Lap. whose heart weighed 1314 
pounds.

Winter Favorites Prize in October went to 
Faust (Daily Mail—Baccante, by Lord 
Bob). 

In Sweden, where the younger gener- 
ation appeared moderate, the leaders 
were Iran (Wunderhorn—Imprimatur, by 
Winterhalter), winner of the Swedish Pro- 
duce Stakes and Criterion Stakes; Quasi- 
modo (Fair Copy—Notre Dame, by Light 
co’ Love). winner of Winter Favorites 
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Prize; and Sky Pilot, winner of the Two-

Sweden’s Sandwichman (Anwar—Meat 
Sandwich, by Jamaica Inn), winner of the 
St. Leger; Straightful, a Fairey Fulmar 
colt which finished second to Aleppo in 
the Two Thousand Guineas and_ broke 
down in the Norwegian Derby; and Sla- 
bang. winner of the Derby Trial Stakes 
and third in the St. Leger. 

Norway’s Astoria, a good filly which 
broke down in the Danish Oaks; King’s 
Bush. a King’s Bench colt, second in the 
Two Thousand Guineas; the filly Amapola 
(Hyperbole—Amacita. by Colorado Kid). 
winner of the Two Thousand: and the 
filly Maedel (Wirbelwind—Pfa!zrebe, by 
Wahfried), which defeated colts in the 
St. Leger.
